THE TRAVANCORE -COCHIN SALES TAX 
APPELLATE TRIBUNAL REGULATIONS, 1956. 

CHAPTER I. 

GENERAL 
1. Short title. These regulations will be cited as The Tra 
vancore-Cochin Sales Tax Appellate Tribunal Regulations, 1956, 

2. Commencement. These regulations will come into force 
at once and shall apply , as far as may be, to all pending proceed 
ings also . 

Explanation :-Pending proceedings include those applica 
tions which stand transferred to the Tribunal by virtue of Sec 
tion 14 of the Travancore-Cochin General Sales Tax (Amend 
ment) Act, 1955 (Act XVIII of 1955 ) and those which purport 
to have been filed in the Tribunal between 1-10-1955 and this day . 
(date of publication ) . 

3. Forms. The forms in the Appendix hereto shall be used 
with such variations as circumstances may require. 

4. Definitions. (1) In these regulations unless there is any 
thing repugnant to the subject or context : 

(a) Act means the Travancore- Cochin General Sales Tax 

(Act XI of 1125) as amended from timeto time; 
(b ) Chairman means the Chairman of the Tribunal ; 

(c) Interlocutory application means an application to the 
Tribunal in any appeal or proceeding already instituted in the 
Tribunal ; 

(d ) Legal representative means a person who in law 
represents the estate of a deceased person and includes a uni 
versal donee, or legatee of a part of an estate, or any person held 
by the Tribunal to be the legal representative of a deceased 
person in the proceeding pending before the Tribunal, for the 
time being ; 

(e ) Member means a member of the Tribunal ; 

(f) Party means an appellant, applicant or respondent 
as the case may be ; 

( g). Pleader means any person entitled to appear , act 
and plead in a Principal Civil Court of Original Jurisdiction in 
Travancore -Cochin ; 

(h ) Principal Applications include appeal memoranda 
and applications for review , restoration and setting aside of 
abatement ; 

(i) Proceeding includes all documents presented to or 
filed in the Tribunal by any party , Commissioner or other officer 
of the Tribunal, other than documents produced as evidence ; 

( ) Respondent means the opponent to an appellant or 
applicant; 

(k ) Rules mean the Travancore-Cochin General Sales 
Tax Rules , 1950, as amended from time to time ; 

(1) Secretary means the person who is, for the time 
being, discharging the functions of the Secretary to the Tribunal; 
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(m ) State Representative means an officer appointed 
by the State Government to receive on their behalf notices and 
orders issued by the Tribunal and generally to appear, act and 
plead before the Tribunal on behalf of the State and includes 
an Officer appointed to act on his behalf, in his absence; 

(n ) " Tribunal means The Travancore-Cochin Sales Tax 
Appellate Tribunal; 

(2 ) All words and expressions used herein and defined 
in the Act and the rules and not hereinbefore defined, shall 
be deemed to have themeaningsrespectively attributed to them 
by the Act and the rules. 

5. Gender. In these regulations the pronoun "he and its 
derivatives are used of any person whether male or female . 

6. Number. Unless the contrary appears from the context, 
in these regulations, words importing the singular number in 
clude the plural number and words imiporting the plural 
number include the singular number. 

Enlargement of time. When any period is fixed or 
granted by the Tribunal for the doing of any act, the Tribunal 
may , in its discretion , subject to the exception hereinafter 
mentioned , from time to time, enlarge such period , even though 
the period originally fixed or grantedmay have expired . 

Exception :- The period fixed for applications for 
impleading legal representatives, restoration of proceedings and 
setting aside of abatement cannot be enlarged . 

8. Deficiency of fees. Where the whole or any part of any 
fee prescribed for any document by the law , for the time being 
in force ,has not been paid , the Tribunal may , in its discretion , 
at any stage, allow the person , by whom such fee is payable , 
to pay the whole or part, as the case may be, or such fee ; and 
upon such payment the document, in respect of which the fee 
is payable , shallhave the same force, and effect as if such fee 
had been paid in the first instance . 

9. Representatives. Save as otherwise provided by the 
Act, the rules , these regulations, or by any Law for the time 
being in force,where any appeal may be preferred or appli 
cation made or proceeding taken by or against any person , then 
it may be preferred ,made or taken by or against any person 
claiming under him . 

10. Form and manner of service of Processes. (1) Any notice 
or summons directed to be given to any person shall be in 
writing and may be served in the modes prescribed in Rule 45 . 
An acknowledgement containing the signature of the person 
served or an endorsement by the postal authorities to the effect 
that the notice on summons was refused shall, unless the 
contrary is proved, be deemed to be sufficient to hold that the 
notice or summons was duly served . 

(2 ) Where the Tribunal is satisfied that the addressee is 
evading service, it may direct that a copy of the notice or 
summons be affixed on its notice board and another copy the 
outer door or some other conspicuous part of the addressee s 
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office or place of business or last known residence and such 
service shall be deemed proper. 

(3) Processes other than notices and suinmons shall 
also be in writing and shall be served or executed in the 
manner prescribed in the Code of Civil Procedure and the 
Civil Rules of Practice, in force for the time being. 

(4) Every process shall bear the seal of the Tribunal and be 
issued over the signature of the Secretary. 

( 5) Every process sent by post shall be registered pre-paid 
for acknowledgement. 

(6 ) Processes served on the recognised agent or pleader of 
a party shall be as effectual as if the same had been served on 
the party in person , unless the Tribunal otherwise directs . 

( 7) Service of processes on recognised agents and pleaders 
shall be in the samemanner as in the case of service of processes 
on the parties. 

11. Power to remove difficulties. If any difficulty arises in 
giving effect to the provisions of these regulations, the Tribunal 
may, as occasion may require, do anything which appears to it 
necessary for the purpose of removing the difficulty . 

12. Interpretation of Regulations. The Tribunal reserves to 
itself the power to interpret these regulations and its interpre 
tation shall be final. 

CHAPTER II. 
HEADQUARTERS, HOLIDAYS , OFFICE HOURS AND LANGUAGE. 

13. Headquarters. The headquarters of the Tribunal shall be 
at Trivandrum . 

14. Places of hearing. All appeals and applications shall 
ordinarily be heard atthe headquarters: 

Provided that the Chairman may decide that any appeal or 
application be heard at any other place in the State of Travan 
core -Cochin . 

15. Office hours and holidays. The Office of the Tribunal 
shall observe the same office hours and holidays as the Civil 
Courts of the State. 
16. Language. The language of the Tribunal shall be English . 

CHAPTER III. 

FORM OF PROCEEDINGS 
17. Form ofAppealMemoranda etc. (1) All Memoranda of 
appeals and applications for review shall conform to the forms 
prescribed by the rules. Other principal applications shall 
conform , as nearly as may be, to the said forms. 

(2) Allmemoranda of appeals, applications for restoration 
and review ,affidavits and other proceedings presented to the 
Tribunal shall be written in blue black ink or typewritten or 
printed fairly and legibly on substantial white foolscap folio 
paper ,with an outer margin about 14 inches wide and an inner 
margin abouthalf an inch wide and shall be stitched together 
bookwise . 


18. Cause -title . All principalapplications, other than memo 
randa ofappeals and applications for review , shall be headed 
with a cause -title as in form A in the Appendix . 

19. Description of contents. Every proceeding shall also 
contain , immediately after the cause title, a brief statement of 
its contents and the provision of law under which it is made. 

20. Parties and their description . The full name, residence, 
address and description of each party and if a party appeals , 
applies or responds in a representative character , that fact also , 
shall be setout at the beginning ofthe appealmemorandum and 
other principal application and need not be repeated in the sub 
sequent proceedings in the same appeal or application. The 
description shall include the surname and such other particu 
lars, as may be necessary , to identify the person . 

21. List of documents. Every appeal memorandum and 
other principal application shall, at the foot thereof, contain a 
list , to be signed by the party or his pleader , ofthe documents 
filed therewith or a statement, signed as aforesaid , thatno docu 
ment is filed therewith . 

22. Adding additional parties. When any person is added 
as a party or reprezentative of a party to an appeal or proceed 
ing , the nameand description of such person and his position in 
the appeal or proceeding shall be entered in the appealmemo 
randum or principal application , as the case may be, in red ink , 
over the signature of the Secretary and in the relevant register. 
Theproceeding under which such an addition ismade shall also 
be entered . When fres! parties are brought in , they shall be 
numbered consecutively after the respective category of the 
parties already in the appeal or proceeding. 

23. Appearance etc. Any appearance, application or act in 
or to the Tribunal, required or authorised by law to be made or 
doneby a party may , except where otherwise provided , be made 
or done by the party in person or by his recognised agent, or 
by a pleader on his behalf : 

Provided that any such appearance shall, if the Tribunal so 
directs, be made by the party in person . 

24. Recognised agents. The recognised agents of parties , 
by whom such appearances, applications and acts may be made 
or done, are persons holding power of attorney authorising 
them to make and do such appearances, applications and acts on 
beholf of such parties. 

25. Party appearing by agent. (1) When a party , other 
than the State, appears by an agent, the latter shall before mak 
ing or doing any appearance, application or act in or to the 
Tribunal, file in the office of the Tribunal, the power of attorney 
or written authority thereunto authorising him or a properly 
authenticated copy thereof: 

Provided that in the case of pleaders a vakalathnama exe 
cuted. attested, accepted and dated in the form prescribed for 
vakalathnama to be filed in a Civil Court of the State, will be 
sufficient. 


( 2) A pleader proposing to enter appearance in any, pro 
ceeding in the Tribunal, in which there is already a pleader on 
record , shall not enter appearance, unless he produces the writ 
ten consent of the pleader already on record , or, where the 
consent of such pleader is refused, unless he obtains special 
sanction of the Tribunal. 

26. Signing. All papers filed in the Tribunal by a party , 
recognised agent or pleader shall be signed by the person filing 
with his signature abovehis name superscribed and shall contain 
the date of signing and presentation . 

27. Docketing. All proceedings filed in the Tribunal shall 
be docketed on the reverse of the final sheet, endorsing the name 
of the Tribunal, the number and year of the proceedings to 
which they relate, the relief sought, the fee paid or payable, if 
any, the name of the person who produces the sameand the date 
of production . 

28. Interlocutory applications (1) , Interlocutory applica 
tions shall be headed with the cause title of the proceeding as 
in Form B. 

(2) Interlocutory applications shall state only the order 
prayed for and shall not contain any statement of facts or argu 
mentative matter. 

(3) Unless the Tribunal otherwise orders, notice of all inter 
locutory applications shall be given to the other parties in the 
proceeding. 

(4 ) l acts required to be proved upon interlocutory proceed ! 
ings shall, unless otherwise provided or ordered , be proved by 
affidavit. 

CHAPTER IV . 

AFFIDAVITS. 
29. Form etc. of affidavits. Every alfidavit filed before the 
Tribunal shall be drawn up and authenticated in themanner 
prescribed by the Travancore - Cochin Civil Rules of Practice . 

CHAPTER V. 
DEATH, INSOLVENCY AND ASSIGNMENT. 
30. Death . If any party to a proceeding dies before the con 
clusion of the final hearing of the same, the Tribunal shall 
adjourn further proceedings to enable the impleading of the 
legal representatives of the deceased . If the application for im 
pleading is not made within 90 days of the date of death of the 
party ,the proceedingshall abate as zegards the deceased. The 
application for impleadingmay be either by the party interested 
in getting final orders passed on the proceeding or by any legal 
representative of the deceased even though not so interested . 

31. No abatement by reason of death after hearing. There 
shall be no abatementby reason of the death of any party bet 
ween the conclusion of the final hearing, and the passing of the 
order, but the order may in such cases be passed notwithstanding 
the death and shall have the same force and effect as if it had 
been passed before the death took place. 


32. Determination of Legal Representative. If a question 
arises in any proceeding as to whether a person is or is not the 
legal representative of a deceased party the Tribunalmay deter 
mine the question summarily , after taking such evidence , as it 
deemsnecessary , or direct the person asserting to be the legal 
representative to produce an order of a competent court to esta 
blish his assertion and adjourn the proceeding for the purpose . 

33. Effect of abatement. Where a pending proceeding abates, 
no fresh proceeding shall be started on the same cause of action 

34. Setting aside ofabatement, ( 1) Any person bound to apply 
for impleading legal representatives of a deceased party may 
apply, within 60 days from the date of abatement, for an order 
to set aside the abatement ; and if it is proved that he was pre 
vented by any sufficient cause from continuing the proceeding, 
the Tribunal shall set aside the abatement. 

. (2) The provisions of Section 5 of the Indian Limitation Act. 
1908, shall apply to applications under Sub -regulation (1 ) . 

35. Assignment or Devolution. If during the pendency of 
any proceeding before the Tribunal, the business of any party 
thereto is assigned to or devolves upon some other person either 
wholly or in part, the Tribunalmay, on the application of such 
assignee or person, add him as a party to the proceeding. 

36. Insolvency . If a party to a proceeding becomes insolvent 
and his estate becomes vested in a Receiver, the latter may , by 
leave ofthe Tribunal , be made a party to the proceeding . 

CHAPTER VI. 

COMMISSIONS . 
37. Application for and issue and return of Commissions. 
The Tribunalmay, in any proceeding , issue a commission for 
the examination , on interrogatories or otherwise, of any person 
or for examining the accounts or records of any person , resident 
within the Travancore- Cochin State. The provisions of Order 
XXVI of the Civil Procedure Code, 1908 and of the Civil Rules 
of Practice of Travancore -Cochin , will, as far as possible, apply 
to the application for, and issue and return of, commissions. 

CHAPTER VII. 

NEXT FRIEND AND GUARDIAN . 
38. Next friend . Every appeal or application by a minor 
shall be instituted in his name by a person who in such pro 
ceeding shall be called the next friend of the minor. 

39. Guardian . (1) Where the respondent is a minor, the 
Tribunal, on being satisfied of the fact of his minority, shall 
appoint a proper person to be guardian for the proceeding for 
such minor . 

(2) An order for the appointment of a guardian for the pro 
ceeding may be obtained upon application in the name and on 
behalf of the minor or by the applicant in the principal applica . 
tion . 
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(3) Such application shall be supported by an affidavit 
verifying the fact that the proposed guardian has no interest in 
the matter in controversy , adverse to that of the minor and that 
he is a fit person to be so appointed. 

(4) No order shall be made on any application under this 
regulation , except upon notice to the minor and to any guardian 
of theminor appointed or declared by an authority competent 
in that behalf, or, where there is no such guardian , upon notice 
to the father or other natural guardian of the minor, or, where 
there is no father or other natural guardian, to the person in 
whose care theminor is , and after hearing any ohjection which 
may be urged on behalf of any person served with notice under 
this regulation 

(5) Any person acting as next friend or appointed as 
guardian for a proceeding shall, unless his appointment is 
terminated by retirement, removal or death , continue as such 
throughout such proceeding and those arising out of it. 

40. Who may act as next friend or guardian- (1) Any person 
who is of sound mind and has attained majority may act as next 
friend of a minor as his guardian for the proceeding : 

Provided that the interest of such person is not adverse to 
that of the minor. 

(2) Where a minor has a guardian appointed or declared 
by competent authority no person other than such guardian 
shall act as the next friend of the minor or be appointed his 
guardian for the proceeding, unless the Tribunal considers for 
reasons to be recorded, that it is for the minor s welfare that 
another person be permitted to act or be appointed ,as the case 
may be. 

(3) No person shall , without his consent, be appointed 
guardian for the proceeding. 

(4) Where there is no other person fit and willing to act as 
guardian for the proceeding , the Tribunal may, on application, 
appoint any of its officers to be such guardian , and may direct 
that the expenses to be incurred by such officer shall be borne 
by the person making such application . 

41. Retirement or removal of next friend or guardian 
(1) A next friend or guardian may retire with the leave of the 
Tribunal. 

(2 ) For sufficient cause, the Tribunal may, buo motu or on 
application , remove him . 

(3) On the retirement, removal or death of a next friend or 
guardian , the Tribunal shall, on application, appoint a substitute. 

42. Application of regulations to persons ofunsound mind 
The provisions contained in regulations 35 to 41, so far as they 
are applicable,shall extend to persons adjudged to be of unsound 
mind and to personswho , though not so adjudged, are found by 
the Tribunal, on enquiry, to be incapable, by reason of unsound 
ness of mind or mental infirmity, of protecting their interests in 
the proceedings. 


CHAPTER VIII. 
PRESENTATION AND REGISTRATION OF APPEALS ETC. 
43. Presentation- (1) Every memorandum of appeal , appli 
cation and other document shall be presented in person by the 
party , his pleader or pleader s registered clerk , guardian , next 
friend or recognised agent, as the case may be, to the Secretary 
of the Tribunal , at any time during office hours . 

(2) Every principal application by an assessee shall specify 
the Travancore-Cochin State as the respondent. 

(3) When such an application is filed by the Deputy Com 
missioner, he shall describe the Travancore - Cochin State as the 
applicant. 

44. Registration (1) On receipt of an appealmemorandum 
the Secretary shall endorse thereon the date of presentation and 
shall,besides affixing the seal of the Tribunal, note therein its 
respective serial number. Then it shall be entered in a Register 
kept for the purpose . 

(2 ) The Secretary shall next examine whether the person 
presenting the samehas the authority to do so and whether it 
conforms to the requirements of the Act, the rules and these 
regulations. 

(3) If the Secretary finds that the appeal presented to him 
does not conform , in aay particular respect, to the provisions 
of the Act, the rules and these regulations, he shall make a note 
thereon to that effect and call upon the party , by a notice in 
Form C to remedy the defect or defects within a reasonable 
period to be specified by him . The Secretary may , for sufficient 
cause , extend the period. If the defect or defects are remedied 
within the period allowed, the Secretary shall fix a date for 
hearing the appeal. 

(4 ) If the defects are not remedied the Secretary shall 
report the defect or defects to the Tribunal, who may either 
reject the appeal or fix date for hearing the matter , giving 
notice thereof in Form D to the parties. 

(5) On the date so fixed or on any adjourned date, the 
Tribunal shall, after giving an opportunity to the parties to be 
heard , either reject the appeal or direct further steps. Where 
the Tribunal, rejects the appeal, it shall record its reasons for 
doing so 

(6) Where an appeal is presented after the period 
prescribed in the Act, it shall be accompanied by a petition 
supported by an affidavit setting forth the facts on which the 
appellant relies to satisfy the Tribunal that he had sufficient 
cause for not preferring the appeal within such period . Such 
appeal shall not be entertained unless the Tribunal, after 
giving an opportunity to the respondent to be heard, is satisfied 
that the appellant had suficient cause for not preferring the 
appeal in time. 

(7) If the Secretary finds that the appeal conforms to the 
requirements of the Act , the rules and these regulations, or if 


the Tribunal directs further steps in an appeal, he shall,without 
delay , set a date for hearing and send intimation thereof to 
either side in Form E. Along with the notice of hearing issued 
to the respondent, a copy each of the memorandum of appeal and 
the impugned order shall be sent. 

(8) The notice shall call upon the party to appear , either 
in person or through recongnised agent or pleader , before the 
Tribunal at a specified time and place and shall declare that in 
case of default , the appeal will be disposed of exparte. 

(9) Whenever any proceeding, other than an appeal, is 
opposed , the grounds of opposition shall be reduced to writing 
and filed in the Tribunal on the first date of hearing or on any 
other date to which the case may be adjourned for the purpose. 

(10) Along with every principal application the appellant 
or applicant shall file in the Tribunal as many copies thereof as 
there are respondents and three copies in addition . 

(11) Sub-regulations 1 to 5 and 7 to 10 shall apply , as far 
as possible, to all principal applications : 

Provided that even if an application for review is in 
proper form , notice on it shall be ordered only by the Tribunal 
and thatno such application shall be dismissed without giving 
an opportunity to the applicant to be heard. 

CHAPTER IX . 

ADJOURNMENT, HEAKING AND ORDER , 
45. Adjournment and Advancement of hearing- ( 1) On the 
date fixed for hearing any proceeding or on any other date to 
which the hearing may be adjourned , if it is found that notice to 
any party has not been served , fresh notice shall be ordered and 
the hearing of the case shall be adjourned to a convenient date. 

(2) If there is no sitting on the date fixed for hearing 
or if that day happens to be a holiday, the case or cases posted 
to that day shall be adjourned to a definite date by the 
Chairman on the next working day and the adjourned date 
or dates shall be notified in the notice board of the Tribunal 
over the signature of the Secretary . 

(3) The Tribunal may either suomotu or on the applica 
tion of any party and at any stage , adjourn , the hearing of any 
proceeding to a definite date. 

(4) Every adjournment granted at a sitting shall be 
announced forthwith and any adjournment otherwise granted 
by the Tribunal shall be notified in the notice board of the 
Tribunal over the signature of the Secretary, 

(5 ) The date fixed for hearing any proceeding may be 
advanced by the Tribunal, either suomotu or on the application 
of any party . Notice of such application shall be given to the 
opposite party before the application is heard and if the hearing 
is advanced to any date, that date shall be announced at the 
sitting, 
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46. Hearing- (1). Where on the date fixed for hearing: or 
on any other date to which the hearing may be adjourned, any 
party does not appear when the proceeding is called on for 
hearing, the Tribunalmay dispose of the proceeding exparte. 

(2 ) On the date fixed for hearing or on any other date to 
which the hearing may be adjourned, the appellant or applicant 
shall ordinarily be heard first in support of the appeal or appli 
cation . The respondent, if necessary , shall be heard next and 
in such a case the party beginning shall be entitled to reply . 

47: Restoration:-(1 ) Where a principal application is 
disposed of exparte , any absentee party , if aggrieved ,may apply 
to the Tribunal,within 30 days from the date of communication 
of the order, for restoring such proceeding to the file and where 
it is shown to the satisfaction of the Tribunal that he was 
prevented by sufficient cause from appearing when the proceed 
ing was called on for hearing, the Tribunal shall restore the 
same and proceed with it . 

(2) The provisions of Section 5 of the Indian Limitation 
Act, 1908 , shall be applicable to such applications. 

48. Fresh evidence in appeal.- ( 1 ) The parties to an 
appeal shall not be entitled to produce additional evidence , 
whether oral or documentary , in the Tribunal. But if : 

(a ) the authority , from whose order the appeal is pre 
ferred , has refused to admit evidence which ought to have been 
admitted , or 

(b ) the party seeking to adduce additional evidence, 
satisfies the Tribunal that such evidence, notwithstanding the 
exercise of due diligence , was not within his knowledge or could 
not be produced by him at or before the time the order under 
appeal was passed , or 

(c ) the Tribunal requires any document to be produced 
or any witness to be examined to enable it to decide the case or 
for any other substantial cause , 
the Tribunal may allow such evidence or document to be 
produced or witness to be examined. 

(2 ) No order for admission of additional evidence shall be 
passed on the application of any party without affording an 
opportunit : to the opposite party to be heard in the matter. 

( 3) There additional evidence is allowed or directed to be 
produced ,16 Tribunal shall record the reasons for its admission 
and shall specify the points to which the evidence is to be 
confined. 

(4) When either party produces additionalevidence the 
opposite party shall be entitled to produce rebutting evidence .. 

(5) Wherever additional evidence is allowed to be pro 
duced, the Tribunalmay , either take such evidence or direct 
the Deputy Commissioner, or any Asst . Commissioner, or any 
other Officer, or Commissioner appointed by the Tribunal, to 
take such evidence in the presence of the parties. The party 
calling a witness shall examine him in chief and the opposite 
party may cross-examine him , in which case the party calling, 
may examine the witness in re . 
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(6) The documents proved in appeal shall be exhibited 
marking P series for the appellant and D series for the res 
pondent; and the witnesses examined shall be separately 
numbered serially, designating PW , & DW respectively . 

( 7) The evidence of every witness examined before the 
Tribunal shall be taken down in writing by or in the presence 
and under the personal direction and superintendence of the 
Tribunal. 

49. Order of the Tribunal- (1 ) After the final hearing of 
every proceeding the Tribunal shall pass an order either im 
mediately or on some subsequent date. 

(2 ) Every order shall be dated and signed by the Chairman 
and or Members participating . If any participant dissents he 
shall record his opinion and order . 

(3) Every order of the Tribunal shall be in writing and 
shall bear the seal of the Tribunal. 

50. Communication.- The Secretary shall communicate , 
in the samemanner as 
appeals and other principal applications, to the State represen 
tative, the parties and the other persons specified in the rules. 

CHAPTER X. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 
51. Production and return of documents : - (1) The 
State Representative shall obtain the records of every case 
from the Sales Tax Department and transmit them to the 
Secretary not less than 7 days before the date, fixed for the 
finalhearing of the case . 

(2) Every assessee shall produce before the Secretary 
the records necessary for the disposal of his case on or before 
the date fixed for the finalhearing of the case . 

( 3) All documents produced before the Tribunal for the 
hearing of any case shall be got back from the Secretary on 
application , by the party who produced them , within three 
months from the date of communication of the Tribunal s final 
order and if not so taken back within the specified time, the 
Tribunal shall not be responsible for any loss of or damage to 
the documents. The party taking them shall give, in writing, 
an undertaking to the effect that such documents shall be 
produced whenever required by the Tribunal. 

52. Marling of documents etc.-- The provisions of regula 
tion 48 (6 ) & (7) will apply mutatis mutandis to the marking of 
documents and the numbering, grouping and examination of 
witness in other principal applications. 

53. Inspection of documents-- (1) Any party shall be at 
liberty to inspect any document recited or referred to in any 
proceeding and filed in the Tribunal therewith . 

(2 ) Every party desiring to inspect any proceeding filed 
in the Tribunal, shalipresent a memorandum stating the pro 
ceeding of which inspection is required and inspection willbe 
allowed without the payment of any fee, during the pendency 
of such proceeding. 
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(3) If leave to inspect is granted , the inspection of the 
record shall bemade in the presence of any officer specified by 
the Tribunal and the fee for inspection, exceptwhere inspection 
without payment is permitted under clause ( 1) , shall be 12 annas 
for every hour orpart of an hour, during which the specified 
officer shall be engaged and shall be paid by court fee stamps, 
affixed to the application . 

54 Search of records. On every application for search of 
documents search fee at the following rates shall be paid in 
court fee stamps : 

(a ) when the document belongs to any year prior to the 
calendar year, but is not more than 10 years old - Re. 0-8-0 . 

(b) when the document is more than 10 years old , 
Re. 1-0-0 . 
Provided that no such fee need be paid by 

party to the 
proceeding where the application for search ismade in a proceed 
ing which is pending disposal on the date of application . 

Provided also that no such fee need be paid by a party to the 
proceeding , in the case of an application for a copy of an order 
passed within one year prior to the date of the application . 

For the purpose of this regulation only one search fee need 
be paid for all documents forming part of the record in the same 
proceeding and the document shall be deemed to be of the date 
of the proceeding of which, it formspart of the record . 

55. Certified copies. (1 ) Any person entitled to obtain a 
copy of any proceeding or document filed in or in the custody of 
the Tribunal, may present an application there for to the 
Secretary in Form . 

(2 ) Copies of the minutes or notes of the Chairman and 
members or other confidential papers will not be granted. 

(3) Along with every application for copies, copying stamp 
papers necessary for preparing the copies calculated at the 
following rates shall be supplied : 

One stamp paper for every 175 words in English or 125 words 
in Malayalam or Tamil or the fractions of 175 or 145 words as 
the case may be. 
Note - Each statement, account,report, petition , order or the 

like should be treated as a separate document and 

should be written on separate copying stamp paper. 
(4 ) Copies must be transcribed only on the front page of 
every stamp paper. 

(5) All copies furnished by the Tribunal shall be certified 
to be true copies and shall be sealed with the seal of the 
Tribunal. 

(6 ) Every copy shall bear an endorsement showing the 
following particulars and be initialled by the person preparing 


the copy: 
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(a ) the year and number of the proceeding . 
(b ) the name of the Tribunal. 
(c ) the name of the Applicant. 
( a ) the number and date of application . 
(e) date of calling for additional stamp papers, if any. 
(f) date of production of the same. 
(3 ) date for appearance to receive the copy. 

(h ) date of delivery of copy . 

(7) When copy of an order passed by the Tribunal is 
applied for by a party for the purpose of preferring a revision 
against it, the copy shall be printed at the expense of the appli 
cant, provided the order, excluding the names of the parties and 
witnesses and list of exhibits , is in excess of 700 words. The 
regulations relating to the application for certified copies and 
the disposal of such applications shall govern the general pro 
cedure with regard to the application for printing orders. 

(8 ) The Secretary shall grant copies of all documents 
applied for, except where he feels any doubt about the propriety 
of granting a copy of any document, in which case , he shall 
obtain and follow the directions of the Chairman in that behalf. 

56. Delegation of powers by Chairman - The Chairman may, 
in writing ,delegate his powers under these regulations to any 
member or members , during his absence on leave or otherwise 
and may cancelormodify the same from timeto time. 

57. Residuary provision . - Save as otherwise provided by the 
Act, the rules and these regulations, wherever necessary , the 
provisions of the Code of Civil Procedure and the Civil Rules of 
Practice for the time being in force , shall, with suitable varia 
tions, govern : 

(1) the form of and the procedure relating to all applica 
tions, statements, memos and other records, made to , or filed in 
the Tribunal; 

(2 ) the scale of fees payable by parties in regard to proces 
ses other than notice and summons; 

(3) the manner and mode of remittances of money or fees 
into and disbursements by the Tribunal; and 

(4 ) any other cognate or ancillary matter arising for con 
sideration or disposal by the Tribunal.

TITLE AND DEFINITION .. 
1. The Institution shall be called " The Cochin Devaswom 
Contributory Provident Fund." 

2. The object of the Fund is to improve the position of the 
permanent employees the Cochin Devaswom Board whose 
pay is drawn on establishment bills and who are confirmed on or 
after 1-8-1949 by securing for them a provision in their old age 
or on retirement or for their family or dependants in case of 
death . 

3. These rules shall be deemed to have come into effect from 
1-8-1949. 

4. In these rules unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context: - 

(a) " Board " means the Cochin Devaswom Board. 

(b ) " Permanent employee" and its cognate expressions 
mean allGroup Devaswom employees who are made permanent 
on or after 1-8-1949 and whose pay is drawn on establishment 
bills . 

(c) Words importing masculine gender when applied to 
subscribers shall include females. 

(d) " Devaswom Commissioner" means the Head of the 
Cochin Devaswom Department. 

(e) " Subscriber" means an employee who subscribes the 
fund at the rate specified in rule 10 below . 

(1) " Subscription " means the amount subscribed by an 
employee to the fund . 

(g ) " Bonus" means the amount contributed by the Dep 
artment to the Fund. 

(h ) " Fund" means the Cochin Devaswom Contributory 
Provident Fund. 

G. 780 
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(i) " Family " means: 
( i) in the case of a male subscriber , the wife or wives and 

children of the subscriber and the widow or widows 
and children of a deceased son of the subscriber . 
Provided that if a subscriber proves that his wife 
has been judicially separated from him or has ceased 
under the customary law of the community to which 
she belongs to be entitled to maintenance, she shall 
henceforth be deemed to be no longer a member of 
the subscriber s family in matters to which these 
rules relate , unless the subscriber subsequently indi 
cates by express notice in writing to the Devaswom 
Commissioner that she shall continue to be so reg 

arded, and 
( ii) in the case of a female subscriber, the husband and 

children of a subscriber and the widow or widows 

and children of a deceased son of a subscriber. 
Provided that if a subscriber by notice in writing to the 
Devaswom Commissioner expresses her desire to exclude her 
husband from her family , the husband shall henceforth be deemed 
to be no longer a member of the subscriber s family in matters 
to which these rules relate, unless the subscriber subsequently 
cancels formally in writing her notice excluding him . 

(1) " Dependant" means any of the following relative of a 
deceased subscriber to the Provident Fund namely parent, 
brother, sister, sister s child and a deceased son s widow and 
child and where no parent of the subscriber is alive, grand 
parent. 

(k ) " Year " and " month " shall respectively mean a finan 
cial year and month according to the English era. 

(1) " Leave" means any authorised or eligible leave with 

(m ) " Pay" means the puy of the permanent or substantive 
appointment held and does not include personal allowance , duty 
allowance , Dearness allowance or other allowances. 

(n ) Any other expression used in these rules which is 
defined either in the Central Provident Fund Act 1925 (XIX of 
1925 ) or in the General Provident Fund rules or in the C. S. R.is 
used in the sense therein defined . Wherever no specific rule has 
been made in any matter , the rules of the Cochin Devaswom 
Provident Fund will be made applicable . 

(o ) These rules will be subject (to the provisions of the 
Provident Fund Act 1925 (XIX of 1925). 

CONSTITUTION OF THE FUND . 
5. TheDevaswom Commissioner will be directly in charge of 
the administration of the fund and he will keep accounts of the 
fund. The Cochin Devaswom Board shall be the final authority 
in interpreting these rules and reserves to themselves the right 


allowance: 


to amend, delete or add to any of these rules whenever they con 
sider it necessary . The Cochin Devaswom Board alone can 
grant exemptions from the operation of these rules to anyone 
whenever considered necessary. The cost of management of the 
fund shall be borne by the Cochin Devaswom Department. 

6. The Fund shall be opened to all the permanent employees 
under the Devaswom Board with the exception of employees 
entitled to pension from Government. Subscription to the fund 
shallbe compulsory to all the permanent employees under the 
Board who are qualified to subscribe to the Fund. When an 
employee has once joined the fund the subscription due from him 
shall be compulsorily deducted from the pay, the Department 
also contributing regularly to the fund as laid down in rule 11 . 
But no officer shall be qualified to contribute to the fund before 
he attains the age of 18 nor shall any officer or servant who 
being the service has already attained the age of 45 years or 
who in the future on entering the service has already attained the 
age, be compelled to contribute . Permission for admission to 
the fund shall be obtained from the Devaswom Commissioner in 
advance. 
NOTE : -1. Subscribers who are transferred to any 

temporary posts in the Department may 
continue to subscribe during the temporary 

absence. 
2. Officers in permanent service who are in foreign 

service and who pay contribution to the Board 
for their services lent shall continue to subscribe 

to the fund . 
7. The fund shall be formed out of and maintained by : 

a . Subscriptions from subscribers . 
b . Bonus from the Board . 

c. Interest on the above amounts credited by the Board 
NOTE :-The Deposits in this Provident Fund are free from 

liability to attachment under any decree or 
order of a court of justice towards any debt 

incurred by the subscribers . 
8. The funds of the Provident Fund institution shall be 
deposited in a bank approved by the Cochin Devaswom Board. 
They shallnot be utilised for Devaswom purposes . 

CONDITIONS AND RATES OF SUBSCRIPTIONS. 
9. Application for permission to join the fund shall bemade 
in Form No. A appended to the Devaswom Commissioner 
through the Head of offices concerned . On receipt of the 
application , the Devaswom Commissioner will scrutinise the 
same and if found correct will enter the applicant s name in the 
register of subscribers in Form No. B and assign a number and 
communicate in Form No. C to the applicant through the Head 
of Offices the number of his account which must always be 


specified when subscriptions are paid whether by deduction 
from bill or in cash . This number will not be altered nor wil 
the number of any closed account assigned to a new subscribe 

10. (a ) Every subscriber shall so long as he is in servic 
subscribe to the fund a sum calculated at the uniform rate o 
one anna in each whole rupee of his pay and the amount of 
subscription thus fixed shall remain constant throughout the 
financial year. The subscription payable on 1st April of a year 
will continue throughout the year, Schedule of subscriptions 
should be attached to the bill in Form No. D. 
Note : --Fines shall not be excluded from pay in calculating 

the subscription . 
2. No subscription shall be paid for periods under 

suspension If however the employee is 
honourably acquitted , reinstated or allowed to 
draw full pay for the period of suspension 
subscription should be deducted from the pay 

drawn from him for the period . 
3. In case of temporary transfers to other 

establishments not coming Iwithin the purview 
of this fund or on deputation to foreign service , 
subscriptions shall be calculated on the pay the 
officer would have received if he had not been 
so transferred or deputed . The payment shall 
be made by him in cash by remittance to the 

nearest Treasury . 
4. Subscription shall on no account be discontinued 

so long as the employee holds a permanent 

appointinent under the Board . 
(b ) Voluntary subscription in excess of the regular 
subscription is admissible but the subscriber is entitled for the 
bonus at the rate laid down in Rule 10 (a ) . 

11. The bonus from the Devaswom Board shall be equal to the 
sum contributed by each subscriber each month as laid down in 
Rule 10 (a ) and it shall be credited to his accountbefore the last 
day of the month or whenever an account is closed under rule 18 . 

12. The account opened in the name of each subscriber will 
show : 

i. the amount of his subscription with interest there 

on 
ii. his share of the bonus given by the Board with 

interest thereon and 
iii. the amount of all sumswithdrawn or forfeited. 

NOMINATION . 
13. On opening his account with the fund each subscriber shall 
furnish the Devaswom Commissioner with a certificate in Form 
E under his signature giving the name and address of one or 


more members of the family of the subscriber in the case of 
those who have a family and dependents in case of others to 
whom he desires that, in the event of his death , the whole or 
any portion of the amount due to him from the fund shall be 
paid. All certificates in force shall be duly recorded in the 
Devaswom Commissioner s Office in the Register in Form No. B. 
and kept under the lock and key of the of the Devaswom Com 
missioner. 
NOTE : -1. The certificate in question being of the nature 

of Wills are exempt from stamp duty. 
2. The certificate should be executed in the 

presence of the Head of the Office not below the 
rank of a Salaried Officer. In case when it is 
not possible for the above certificate to be exe 
cuted in the presence of the Head of Office , its 
execution in the presence of a Revenue Officer 
of the rank of a Tahsildar or a Magistrate is 

permissible. 
3. If the subscriber has a family at the time of 

nomination , the nomination shall not be in 
favour of any person or persons other than the 
members of the family . If the subscriber at 
any time after nomination acquires a family 
he shall immediately cancel the previous nomi 
nation and nominate any person or persons of 

his family . 
4. On the death of a nominee , a subscriber shall 

make a fresh nomination . 
5. When revised heirship certificates are received 

the superseded ones shall be returned to the 

subscribers duty cancelled . 
6. A nomination shall take effect to the extent that 

it is valid on the date on which it is received by 

the Devaswom Commissioner . 
7. A nomination may be cancelled by a subscriber 

provided it is replaced at the same time by any 
other nomination which is permitted to be made 

under this rule . 
8. In case when the account of a subscriber is clos 

ed during his life time and he himself receives 
the amount,the certificate of heirship may be 
returned to him and the fact recorded in the 
register of subscribers in the last column. 


INTEREST. 
14. Interest at 3 % perannum will be allowed on the balance 
to the credit of each subscriber, but the Board reserve the right 
to modify this rate at any time. The Board will meet the cost 


of establishment and other incidental charges connected wit 
the maintenance of the institution. 
NOTE :-1. Interest will not be allowed on fractions o 

rupee . 
2. If a subscriber dies, retires or quits service 

interest will be allowed up to the end of the 
month preceding that on which he dies or re 

tires or quits service . 
3. In the total amount of interest, pies if any, shall 

be eliminated by rounding six pies and above 
to one anna and by omitting five pies and 

below . 
4. The method of calculating interest is shown in 

Form No. F. The personal ledger in the form 
shown should be written up concurrently each 

month . 
5. When pay is disbursed in a month , the provident 

fund subscription and bonus adjusted shall be 
deemed to have been realised on the first day of 
the month and temporary withdrawals allowed 
from the fund before the end of themonth will 
also be considered having been made on the 
first day of the month in which the transaction 

takes place. 
15. At the end of each financial year or on the closure of an 
account under Rule 18 the account of each subscriber shall be 
credited with interest on the average balance during the year 
under subscriptions and bonus. 

16. All interest earned in a year over and above what is paya 
ble to the subscribers and othermiscellaneous receipts such as 
discounts on investments etc. will be credited to the head "mis 
cellaneous ". The balance available under this head will lapse 
to the Devaswom Funds after debiting to it all charges incurred 
during the year in connection with Contributory Provident 
Fund establisnment. 

TEMPORARY WITHDRAWALS FROM THE FUND . 
17. 1. No withdrawalwill ordinarily be allowed until the sub 
scriber quits or is dismissed from service or dies. But on good 
and sufficient grounds, the Board in the case of salaried officers 
and the Devaswom Commissioner in the case of other officers on 
the recommendation of the Head of the Offices concerned may , 
subject to the following conditions, sanction a temporary with 
drawal to the subscriber when it is satisfied that the pecuniary 
circumstances of the subscriber are such that the indulgence is 
absolutely necessary for purposes for which he finds impossible 
to raise funds otherwise. "When a temporary withdrawal is 
recommended , the Devaswom Commissioner in respect of appli 
cations requiring the Board s sanction and in all other cases the 
Head of the Office concerned should record on the application a 
certificate to the following effect: 
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" I have caused enquiries to bemade about the statement 

contained in the application regarding the necessity for 
the withdrawal and I am satisfied that the statement is 

correct." 
The certificate should not be given as a matter of routine 
The Officer must make all reasonable enquiries into the matter 
ind only in cases where he is satisfied should he record such a 
Certificate. When the applicant is the Devaswom Commissioner 
He certificate shall be in the following form : 
" I certify that the statement contained in the application 

regarding the necessity for the withdrawal is correct." 
2. The amount of withdrawal shall not exceed six months 
pay from the amount to his credit under subscription " nd 
interest thereon and not under bonus. 

3. A withdrawal may ordinarily be allowed 
(a) to pay expenses incurred in connection with the illness 

of a subscriber or any member of his family . 
(b ) to pay obligatory expenses in connection with 

marriages, funerals or ceremonies which by the 
religion of the subscriber it is incumbent upon him 

to perform . 
(c ) for other purposes consistent with the principles laid . 

down above. 
4. The amount of withdrawal should be a sum expressed in 
whole rupees and themonthly instalments of recovery should 
also be in whole rupees . 

5. The first withdrawal shall be admissible only after 
one year from the enrolment of a subscriber. When once a 
withdrawal is made, a subsequent one shall not be permitted 
until one full year has elapsed since the period fixed for effecting 
recoveries in respect of the previous withdrawal is over, even 
though the recoveries in respect thereof may have been effected 
at a shorter period than was originally stipulated. 

6. Withdrawals will be recoveredļin not less than 12 instal 
ments unless the subscriber elects for a smaller number and in 
notmore than 24 instalments by compulsory deduction from the 
pay in addition to the subscription under Rule 10. The subscri 
ber may at his option repay two or more instalments in a month . 
The amount of withdrawal should be so fixed as to make each 
instalment of recovery not to exceed one fourth of the subscri 
ber s pay. 

7. Recoveries towards temporary withdrawal shall be 
effected from the first payment of a month s pay after the with 
drawal is made. 

8. Application for withdrawal shall be made lin Form G 
and the Devaswom Commissioner will in the event of sanction 
ing the withdrawal pass the receipt appended to the application 
if it is in order and issue a cheque for the amount in favour of 
the applicant. 


Note : -By the word " withdrawal" is meant withdrawal by 

a subscriber still in service and not payment to 
which he becomes entitled on the closing of his 
account. 

CLOSURE OF ACCOUNTS . 
18. The account of each subscriber shall be closed 
( a) When he is permanently transferred to a different 

Departmentor dismissed from the service remo 
ved or called upon to resign on account of mis 
conduct or inefficiency or resigns without notice or 
permission or quits his employment after having 
been convicted of an offence involving moral 

turpitude. 
(6 ) When he retires from service by reason of certified 

physical incapacity or any other reason or when his 
services are dispensed with owing to a reduction of 
establishment or some other cause other than his 
own misconduct or when he is permitted to resign 
under any circumstances other than those mention 
ed in clause (a ) of this rule. 

When he retires from service in the usual course. 
( d ) When he dies. 
NOTE: -Accounts opened erroneously may be closed by the 

Devaswom Commissioner immediately when the 

mistake is noticed. 
2. When an account is to be closed under the rule the 

Head of the Office shall immediately send to the 
Devaswom Commissioner a report to close his 
account and on receipt of the above report the 
Devaswom Commissioner will take action to close 

the account and pay the amount in his account. 
19. (a) When a subscriber s account is closed under clause 
(a ) of rule 18 he shall, subject to the recovery ofany amount 
due to the Devaswom Department, be paid only his subscription 
and interest thereon The amount of bonus with interest thereon 
shall lapse and be credited to the Group Devaswom Funds. 

(b ) When an account is closed under clauses (b ) . (c ) and 
(d ) of Rule 18 the subscriber or his nominees or heirs as the 
case may be , shall be paid the whole amount standing to his 
credit both under subscription ,bonus and interest subject to the 
recovery of any amount thatmay be found due to the Devaswom 
Department 

(c) If the recoveries to be made from a subscriber under 
this rule have not been ascertained on the date of closure of his 
account under rule 18 and delay in payment is caused thereby 
interest should be allowed to the subscriber until he is given 
intimation that the recoveries to bemade from him have been 
ascertained and that he may receive payment of amount due 
to him . No interest will accrue after the date on which the 
intimation is sent to the subscriber, 


(d ) When the subscriber dies before the payment of the 
amount standing to his credit has been made and in the event of 
the nomince not surviving, the amount shall be paid to the legal 
heirs or representatives as ascertained by a Court of Law having 
competence to pass order in this respect. 

20. Subscriptions and bonus payable under this rule which 
are not claimed within six months from the date of closure of 
accounts shall be transferred to the head " Revenue Deposits" in 

the Group Devaswom Accounts and dealt with under the rules 
* applicable to such deposits. In the case of a subscriber s death 
the six months shall be calculated from the date on which a 
registered notice is sent in the prescribed Form No. H to the 
person or persons specified in the certificates referred to in 


Rule 13 . 


21. From and out of the amount standing to the credit of any 
subscriber , the Devaswom Commissioner shall have power to 
recover and pay to the Devaswom Department the amount of 
any claim the Department may have against such subscriber.. 

22. As soon as possible after the close of each financial year 
every subscriber will be furnished with a statement of his 
accounts in Form No. I showing the amount to his credit 
inclusive of bonus and interest. Subscribers should satisfy 
themselves as to the correctness of these statements and errors in 
them if any, should be brought to the notice of the Devaswom 
Commissioner within one month from the date of receipt of the 
statement mentioned in this rule . The Department shall not 
thereafter be responsible for any sums not included in the 
accounts . 

ACCOUNTS AND PROCEDURE. 
23. The Devaswom Commissioner shall maintain the 
following accounts and registers : 

1. Abstract of Financial transaction of the Provident 

Fund in Form No.J. 
2. Cash book in Form No. K. 
3. Register of Subscribers and their numbers in Form 

No. B. 

4. Personal Ledger Account in Form No. F. 
24. (a) A Schedule of subscriptions to the Provident Fund 
recovery deducted from the establishment bills shall be attached 
by the drawing officer concerned to each pay.bill in Form No. D 
showing the names and account numbers of subscribers,pay 
drawn by them ,amount of subscription and refunds of with 
drawals, if any. At the close of the day the Ledgering Account 
ant will detach the schedules from the bills and draw up a 
covering list and record therein the particulars of adjustment 
and forward it to the Provident Fund Accountant for verification 
and check . 

G. 679 
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(b) Subscription due shall be deducted monthly from the 
establishment pay bills and credited to the head " Contributory 
Provident Fund in the Devaswom Accounts. 

(c) (i) The amount so duducted shall at the close of each 
month be posted to the deposit account in Form No.J. 

(ii) The deposit account will be posted as regards 
receipts of subscriptions with reference to schedules to be 
attached to the pay bills and as regards withdrawals from the 
paid vouchers concerned . At the end of the year interest will 
be calculated on the account of each subscriber and the amounts 
posted in the respective columns against the account of each 
subscriber. The total then should bemade and necessary en 
tries made in the cash book . A transfer adjustment voucher 
will at the same time bedrawn up and passed by the Devaswom 
Commissioner for the credit of the total amount of bonus to the 
debt head " Contributory Provident Fund” by debit to the 
Service head " Bonus to the Contributory Provident Fund” . 
In the case of accounts closed during the course of the year, 
the same procedure shall be followed for the adjustment of the 
bonus as soon as the accountis closed . 

(iii ) The cash book will be opened every month with 
the closing balance of the previous month . The total amount of 
subscription will be credited in one entry at the end of the 
month but all other transactions should be recorded as soon 
as they occur, care being taken to show the amounts in the 
proper columns. It should be balanced every month and the 
total net balance verified with that shown in the monthly 
account against the head " Contributory Provident Fund " . At 
the end of the year if there is any surplus under the head 
" Miscellaneous" to be transferred to the credit of the Group 
Devaswom Funds under Rule 16 an adjustment voucher will be 
drawn up and passed by the Devaswom Commissioner debiting 
the head " Contributory Provident Fund" by credit to " Miscel 
laneous" . In the cash book it will be shown as a charge under 
" Miscellaneous." When the cash book has been closed , the 
closing balance under the heads " Subscription and bonus" 
shall be verified with the corresponding totals in the deposit 
account while that shown under " investments" should be veri 
fied with the actual receipts, certificates or other acknowledg. 
ments evidencing investments and if necessary by communi 
cation with the banks or other places where the funds are 
deposited. 

(iv ) If any differences are noticed when effecting the re 
conciliation above referred to steps should be taken at once to 
find out the cause thereof and the necessary adjustments should 
be promptly made. 

(v ) The Deposit Account, Cash Book , Register of 
Subscribers, and other records of the institution should be 
examined monthly by the Devaswom Commissioner and reviewed 
by the audit staff appointed for audit by the Honourable High 
Court.

Bye-Law for the Collection of License Fees fixed under 

Section 80 of the Panchayats Act II of 1950. 
1. No place within the Panchayat area shall be used for any 
one or more of the purposes mentioned in the table of license 
fees appended , without a license from the Executive Authority 
of the Panchayat or member or officer authorised by him . 

2. Applications for licenses shall be made in writing to the 
Executive Authority or member or officer authorised by him in 
the prescribed printed form , which can be had at the Panchayat 
Office on payment of two annas each , along with the license fee 
prescribed for, as per the table of license fees annexed. 
3. Every licensce shall observe the following directions: - 

i. He shall at the close of every working day cause 

the place to be cleaned. 
ii. He shall at the same time cover all refuse, frag 

ments of animal or other matter which have fallen 
or been deposited upon any part of the place or 
premises to be collected and placed in a suitable 
receptacle to the satisfaction of the Executive 

Authority or member or officer authorised by him . 
4. The licensee shall cause every part of the internal surface 
of thewalls of any building and every floor and pavement upon 
the said premises to be kept at all times in good order and 
repair so as to prevent the absorption therein of any liquid , filth 
or refuse or any noxious or injurious matter which may be 
splashed or may fable thercin . 
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5. The licensee shall cause every drain or means of drainage 
upon or in connection with the said premises to be maintained 
at all times in good order or repair. 

6. No person suffering from eruption of skin of any sort or 
affected with leprosy or open sore shall be employed on any 
premises used for the trade. 

7. The licensee shall put a sign -board containing his name 
together with the No. and purpose of the license, in a con 
spicuous part of the place in respect of which the license is 
granted . 

8. A breach of any of these bye-laws shall be punishable 
with a fine which may extend to fifteen rupees and in case 
of a continuing breach with fine which may extend to five 
rupees for every day during which the breach continues after 
conviction for the first breach .
